' Interesting letter on his travels 
through the mountains of Eastern 
Kentucky and other parts of the 
.State. "Since writing last," he 
Informs, "I have visited some of 
the best towns in the southwest- 
ern partg of Kentucky. We were 
In London, Laurel County. Lon- 
don is a good town of perhaps 
. 3,000 inhabitants. It attracts per- 
haps more drummers than any 
town of its size in the State. 
Yes, I believe, twice as many. 
It' B a live town and supports a 
splendid educational institution. 
The L. and N. is double-tracking 
Its Khoxville branch from Liv- 
ingston to Corbin, and has shifted 
its tracks at London to the op- 
posite side of the city from where 
they were. Corbin is the junction 
point of th e northern with the 
Knoxville division, and a grow- 
ing town." 

Barbourville is a n excellent 
mountain town of 3,500. The 
Baptists have an excellent school 
there and the Northern Method- 
ists have their chief college there. 
The M. E. Conference was in 
session upon the occasion of my 
visit. Barbourville was the home 
of one Caleb Powers, who has 
been much in the public eye, and 
upon the public tongue, for sev- 
eral years. These towns are all 
growing fast, the latter being 
situated on the Cumberland 
River. We are now in Middles- 
boro, which 18 years ago, was the 
greatest boom town Kentucky has 
ever had. Laid out under a plan 
by an English company, with 
ample capital, people went sharp- 
ly mad Km the craze, developed 
over the promise of coal and 
iron, found in quantities in the 
area. I was here in 1890 when 
the business was done In tents. 
All kinds of merchandising was 
carried on in tents, for all were 
la such a hurry to get into busi- 
ness they could not wait to build. 
They couldn't get material, 
labor, fast enough. Real estate 
prices went up until one piece 
•old for $112 per front foot. On 
that trip I slept in the pastor's 
study in a church on a cot — 
tl.er e was no hotel — no other 
place to sleep. Then came the 
panic of the Ws' and Middles- 
boro fell flat as a pancake. Mil- 
lions of dollars had been invested 
Trrtnagnificent buildings — homes 
-•-and hundreds were financially 
ruined or crippled for life. But 
there was revival. th e town has 
again begun to grow, and this 
growth is a healthy one. 
(Middlesboro today is a thriving 
and still growing city of more 
than 25,000.) It i 3 surrounded by 
coal mines, coking-oven plants, 
iron furnaces, is a live business 
city and has handsome hotels. 
What Ashland is to eastern Ken- 
tucky, Middlesboro is to south- 
eastern Kentucky, Moses re- 
marks. (Middlesboro i s in sight 
Of Cumberland Gap and on the 
great Wilderness Road. Further- 
more "The Pinnacle" is a high 
point near, rising hundreds of 
feet, with a view of miles and 
miles around.) "From here we 
go to Harlan, in the Big Black 
Mountains," Moses concludes.

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HOW SOCIALIZED MEDICINE WORKS 

Dr. E. L. Henderson, Louisville physician, has a world- 
wide reputation as a surgeon. Returning recently from his 
third trip to Europe during the past two years he said that 
if the members of Congress could see how state medicine 
works abroad they would never think of introducing it in 
this country. 

On his latest, trip to the Eastern continent, Dr. Hender- 
son attended the sessions in Rome of the International Col- 
lege of Surgeons. In every European nation where social- 
ized medicine is practiced, he said, there has been a decline 
in the standards of medicine care. 

More evidence to that effect comes from New Zealand, 
where the government medical program was much praised 
when first introduced. In its promotion the politicians had 
promised unlimited benefits. But after putting it in effect 
they were forced to ask the doctors to restrict services to 
their patients, a request the physicians have refused to 
heed, although their burden has become so great that, in 
•many instances, appointments have to be made four months 
in advance. Many patients, it is said, swell the waiting 
lines in the doctors' offices whether they need attention or 
not, on the theory that they have the service coming. The 
New Zealand plan is now in process of revision. 

GOOD PICKING FOR~INDEPENDENTS 

The Democrats need to gain only four seats to control 
the Senate. That causes more concern among G.O.P. lead- 
ers for contests for the Senate than with the presidential 
race. Although Kentucky is regarded beyond the borders 
as one of the states where the senatorial race will be close, 
John Sherman Cooper, the present Republican incumbent, 
is regarded by Democrats, as well as Republicans, as one 
o? the country's most high type statesmen. 

The Independent voters of this state will probably ap- 
preciate the fact that this is one time when the merits of 
the man really count, and that they do not have to merely 
choose the lesser of tw o evils.

White people and colored peo- 
ple have long worked together or 
Southern farmg in peace and 
friendship. 
They must continue to do so. 
Th c "oxt few months promise 
to test the bonds of friendship 
between the races here in the 
South as they have never been 
tested before. Northern extre- 
mists will seek to spur Southern 
Negroes into dangerous demands. 
Southern extremists will seek to 
drive Southern whites into dan- 
gerous attitudes. Neither effort 
should succeed. 

It is a time when each race 
should seek to understand the 
other. Our white people must 
give heed to the Negro's appeal 
for safety and justice. Negroes 
should understand that real pro- 
gress will come only by gradual 
evolution, not by revolution.

ilavery was wrong. And 
though nearly all the writer's 
bellum kin were slavehold- 
ers, not even in our boyhood did 
we ever hear a Southerner ex- 
press a wish that slavery could 
have been continued.

As to social interming- 
greal Negro educator, 
Booker T. Washington. 50 years 
ago said of the two races "We 
can be separate a s the fingers 
socially, but as united as the hand 
in working together to help each 
other and the South." 

In this time of peculiar stress 
md turmoil wo beg each race 
to try to understand the other . 
that each race refuse to follow 
its violent and extreme leadership 
... and that each of us try to do 
a little more than usual to show 
our friendship for all deserving 
persons of the other race. — Pro-

In recent years, boards of trade 
in Kentucky towns and small 
cities have learned a lot about 
bidding for new industries.

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LAST THINGS 

From records kept at the Ex- 
periment Station for over 45 
years, the "official" first-frost 
date for Kentucky is October 10. 
The several nights lately that 
have carried the tang of frost 
prove it is close, and th e time is 
here to ready th& garden for the 
winter. 

The inventory has been taken, 
but may these two items be , 
added: Logan and U. S. Refugee j 
Five string beans, the varieties J 
that persist through even the j 
driest and hottest kind of weath- : 
er, and a new yellow sweet corn, I 
for the present known only as ' 
"MC 78," but which will emerge 
under a name in next year's seed 
catalogues. Besides comparing 
favorably with the best sweet 
yellow hybrids, it has the ad- 
ditional virtue of staying table- 
sweet for a much longer time 
than most. And, now, to get- 
ting the garden ready. 



The best way for a garden (or 
any land, for that matter) to 
spend the winter is under a 
cover crop. This matter was dis- 
cussed here in detail several 
weeks ago, and progressive sow- 
ing was suggested, as harvested 
vegetables made room. Now 
comes the final phase. 

Earlier, the choice of legumes 
lay between hairy vetch and 
crimson clover; now only hairy 
vetch is dependable to use. 
Earlier, barley or wheat were 
suggested as the small grain; now, 
wheat or Balbo rye is the grain 

On the morning after first- 
frost, if it occurs close to the 
official' date, sow vetch and 
wheat or rye. The rates for 
broadcasting 400 square feet are 
four ounces and one and one- 
fourth pounds respectively. The 
soil should be scratched with a 
16-tooth cultivator or a wheelhoe, 
the seed sown and scratched in 
with the same tool. 

If frost's coming is delayed as 
much as two weeks, Balbo rye 
used alone is most dependable, 
as it survives almost any weath- 
er the winter may send, even 
sown late.

Men, Manners, and 
Morals 

THE Bishop of Winchester, 
William of Wykeham, Lord 
High Chancellor of England, 
gave his own family motto, "Man- 
ners maketh man," to Winchester 
College, which be founded In 
1394, evidently appreciating that 
good manners are an important 
part of sound education. They 
probably seemed particularly Im- 
portant In contrast to the aggres- 
siveness which the warlike na- 
ture of bis times might be ex- 
pected to encourage. 

A dictionary defines manners 
as "morals as shown in conduct." 
This definition is also Cbristianly 
scientific for the words and 
works of Christ Jesus emphasize 
love, kindness, gentleness, unself- 
ishness, and so on, all qualities 
of high spiritual value and typi- 
cal of the real man, whose nature 
it was the Master's mission to 
demonstrate to mankind. 0 . 

The Bible teaches that God. 
Spirit, created man in His own 
image and likeness, that is, in the 
likeness of Spirit; therefore man 
is spiritual, not material. As Ood 
is All-in-all. the great I AM, it 
follows that man in His likeness 
must express or reflect His na- 
ture. This nature is not aggres- 
sive; on the contrary, it is hu- 
manly reflected in conduct that 
Is kind, friendly, helpful, thought- 
ful, peaceable, sot self-seeking, 
but selfless. Paul expresses this 
most besutifuUy in his letter to 
the Phillppians, where he exhorts 
bis fallow Christians (4:8, »>:
